goods stdckj covered by an insurance

West of the alley between the rear 


of the Hay building and 'the livery sta- 
ble is the^Shaw building in which is 
the queensware store.of B. B, Shaw 
& Son. The damages to the fear of 
this buildingiwere'Considerable as the 
livery "stable was immediately -in -the 
rear. The stock was slightly damaged 
in tois store. West of the Shaw store 
in the same building is Gray's . hard-; 
ware StOre considerably damaged in 
the' feir and stock badly damaged but 
covered by insurance.

Further west is the new Gray build- 


ing occupied on the lower floor by 
Peacock's shoe store, and Dawson & 
Smith's erocery store. On the second 
floor are Mizer's insurance office and 
Dr. St. Glair's dental office. 
On the 


tb'ifdfloor is K. of P. Hall and lodge 
rooms. This building was badly dam- 
aged in'rear and on Che upper Hoors, 
the flames creeping up the tear of the 
building and getting under^ the roof, 
maKlng a most stubborn resistance to 
the efforts of the fire department. 


It is difficult to estimate the Josses 


to these various firms. In the" Skaw 
building, second floor, is B. E. Shaw's 
living rooms, badly damaged. 
The 


damage will run probably m the ag- 
gregate to $25,000, with an unknown 
amount of damage oy smoke, fire and 
water to the Ransom dry goods stock. 
Dr. Foster's office, just across it he al- 
ley from the livery stable caught fire 
and was totally consumed: loss fully 
covered b> insurance.

saved most of his books and some of

The business people and clerks re- 


maiiaing on duty along tbe block west 
from the railroad south of Mam street 
were startled about 32 o'clock by the 
cry of fire. The Eckert stable was 
seen to be pouring out a volume of 
smoke. In two minutes afterward 
flames Durst through the northwest 
corner of the building and like a flash 
encircled the entire building. 
The 


wind! was blowing heavily direct 
from the west and blew tbe flames 
and burning debris over on Dr. Fos- 
ter's office and tired it. In a few 
minutes, however, the wind veered to 
the northwest and to this fact alone 
can be attributed the fact that all 
that portion of the block east of the 
alley to tbe railroad on the south side 
of Main street is still standing. 
The 


alarm was given by Ed Carroll who 
was employed at the stable. 
After 


giving thej alarm he began leading 
outithe horses and with a little assist- 
ance later saved all of them. 
A cow 


however was forgotten and perished 
in the.flames. Several carriages were 
taken out but a number were des- 
troyed including some temporarily 
left there by farmers. A hearse be- 
longing to Knight & Whittemore was 
destroyed' One old hearse was saved 
however. 


The flames did their work rapidly. 


A large crowd collected as if by mag- 
ic and a large number of men and 
boysjassisted in carrying out goods 
and throwing water on tbe .fire, an 
impromptu 
bucket 
brigade being 


formed. The fire department respond- 
ed »» rapidly as possible but it seemed

B. B. Shaw stated that no particu- 


lar damage was done to hisr stock al- 
though considerable was done to the 
building. He ii fully protected by in- 
surance. . 


The Knights of Pythias hall in the 


Gray building sustained considerable 
damage mostly from the water. 
The 


lodge furniture, except a few pieces 
was moved .Out. 
Members of the 


lodge place the loss at 8500. 


Charles Peacock said he would place 


no estimate on his loss but stated he 
was, fully .... . protected by insurance. 
Others estimate his loss at $2,000. 


The damage to the Gray building is 


great as only a 16 foot alley separated 
it from the livery barn. The rear of 
the building is scorched so badly- 'that 
it is feared it will have to be rebuilt. 
Considerable damage was done by the 
water. Mr/ Gray stated "that he in 
tended to start to repairing at once 
S3 as to enable his tenants to continue 
their business. His loss is covered by 
$9.000 insurance;

NEW DELIVERY ROUTE 


Rural Mail Delivery Asked for by 


Citizens 


OF 
WASHINGTON 
TOWNSHIP 


Petitions Prepared and Forwarded- aid are 


Being Pressed—Conflict With 


Dresden Route. 


Citizens of Washington township 


have prepared and forwarded to the 
authorities at, Washing ton a petition 
for the establishment of * rural free 
delivery mail route embracing a large 
proportion of the residents of the 
township. 
The.petition is signed by 


125 persons representing an even pop- 
ulation of 450. The petition contend 
plates two routes in fact, one for a 
morning and the other for an after- 
noon delivery. 


The matter has been taken up with 


considerable energy by the people of 
the township and the business is be- 
ing pushed as rapidly as possible. All 
the more haste 
is necessary be- 


cause a petition has already been 
filed in the office of the first assistant 
postmaster general in Washington, 
covering a portion of the new route. 
That petition is also signed by many 
of the petitioners who [ ask for this 
second route and it prays for the es- 
taolishment of a free delivery with 
Dresden,, in Muskingum county, as 
the starting point. "The petitioners 
who .have signed both petitions say 
they signed the Dresden papers under 
a misapprehension of the facts. 
.; When the Dresden petitions were 
being circulated it was stated that 
that would be the only chance for the 
people along the line canvassed to get 
free delivery for no fourth class office 
could be made the initial point of a 
free delivery route.. This is no longer 
true and the people along that part of 
the territory.covered by both routes 
now sign, the Wakatornaka petition 
because they already, get their mail 
there and it is their,first choice as an 
initial point. It is also on a railroad; 
and, besides if the Dresden route 
should prevail it would seriously crip- 
ple if not destroy Wakatornaka as a 
pcstoffice point. 


It is very highly probable that the 


projectors of the Dresden free delivery 
route will bitterly fight the 
new 


scheme as it cuts their contemplated 
route in half and would require a new 
survey and a new-petition for them to 
work up. 
It would seem, however, 


that where possible in townships of 
such large populatatiou and so favor- 
ably situated as to a central railway, 
postal initial point, each township 
should have its own rural delivery 
route. 


P. S. Maston is postmaster at Wak- 


atomaka and is enthusiastically work- 
ing up sentiment in favor of tbe new 
proposition.

DesperiMlo Killed. 


Vinita, I. T., Feb. 12. — News has

The officers had 
been after Beck for several days, and 
trailed him from Kansas,' I. T., to a 
distillery near Maysville, Ark., wheie 
they surrounded him, and when he at- 
tempted to escape he was commanded 
to halt, whereupon he fired on the offi- 
cers and a general fight followed, Beck 
falling dead. Beck shot a man at the 
last Cherokee election and has killed 
several people during his career.

House the Scene of a Ciller Debate 


as the Ufou.t ol au Impassion**! 
Pco-Uuer Spvfluh—Ship ^.ubsidy Bill 
Under Diseusklou—some iiilla and 
lie&olulious. 
Washington, Feb. 12.—During con- 


sideration of the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bill by the house, 
an . impassioned pro-Boer speech by 
Mr. Sulzer (N. Y.) drew from Mr. Ma- 
hon (Penna.) a recital ot the raising 
of a fund of about f 1,200 for the bene- 
fit of the widows of Boer soldiers at a 
meeting held in this city at wnich Mr. 
Sulzer presided. He declared that after 
the "terrapin and cold bottles got in 
their work" only $18 was left for the 
Boer widows. This stung Mr. Sulzer 
to reply at "length. He said he had na 
eonnectipn with the expenditure of the 
fund, to which he had contributed |175, 
and a very lively row followed. 


The climax was reached when Mr. 


Sulzer had read an anonymous letter 
which made a sensational personal at- 
tack on Perry S. Heath, late assistant 
postmaster general, who was secretary 
of the Republican national committee 
during the recent campaign, charging 
him with being Neely's sponsor, and 
then denying it after the arrest of 
Neely, and also making allegations 
against Mr. Heath in connection with 
-government deposits in a New York 
bank. Mr. Sulzer charged Mr. Heath 
with being responsible for the circula- 
tion ot" the stories about his connection 
with the fund for the Boer widows. Mr. 
Knox (Maes.) declared it was "con- 
temptible" to attack a gentleman, who 
could not reply, through the medium 
of an anonymous letter, and moved 
that the infraction of the rules as re- 
ported to the house be stricken from 
the record. In the course of the debate 
upon this motion, Mr. Sulzer declared 
that although the communication was 
anonymous he fathered every word of 
it and would be responsible for it as a 
member of the house and as an indi- 
vidual. The 
Democrats 
filibustered 


against the motion to expunge the let- 
ter from the Congressional Record and 
finally forced an adjournment, the ef- 
fect being to permit publication of the 
letter in the Record. 


Hot debate over the constitutional 


limitations on the power ot the senate 
over revenue legislation initiated by 
the house was precipitated when Mr. 
Payne, the chairman of the ways and 
means committee, brought in the reso- 
lution of the committee to disagree to 
the substitute proposed by the senate 
for the war revenue act, and to ask for 
a conference with the senate. After a 
lively exchange the house voted to ask 
for a conference. 


la the Senate. 


Washington, Feb. 12.—After the na- 


val appropriation bill ha3 been passed 
the ship subsidy bill was taken up. 
Mr. Caffery (Dem., L/a.) occupied the 
floor throughout the session. Opposi- 
tion senators made the point of no 
quorum several times a^d demanded a 
call of the senate. Finally this drew 
out a warning from Mr. Frye, chair- 
man of the committed on commerce, 
that if senators desired a river and 
harbor bill to be reported at this ses 
sion they would better not interrupt 
the committee having the measure un- 
der consideration.
